PRISON BREAK (2007-2008) 

Wisdom had previously gotten in touch with his malevolent side as the 
fearsome Leohero, kingpin of the Sona prison in Panama. Lechero involved 
himself in hero Michael Scofield's latest escape attempt, but that didn't go 
too well for him, as he was shot by the guards, then became the latest of 
many victims to be murdered by T-Bag (Robert Knepper). 


THE WIRE (2003-2008) 

Wisdom appeared in five seasons of this acclaimed drama about the battle 
between cops and drug dealers on the streets of Baltimore. He played Major 
Howard “Bunny” Colvin - a principled cop who’s constantly frustrated by 
bureaucracy blocking his attempts to make changes. 


DUPLEX (2003) 


In this dark comedy with Ben Stiller and Drew Barrymore, Wisdom played 
Officer Don, a cop who gets involved when a couple try to get rid of an 
elderiy lady who’s sub-letting part of their dream apartment. In a twist at the 
end, we find out something surprising about Wisdom’s character! 


CRACKER (1997) 


In this remake of the British TV series of the same name. Wisdom plays 
Detective Danny Watlington, a cop who works alongside the lead character, 
troubled police psychologist Gerry 'Fitz’ Fitzgerald (Robert Pastorelli). In the 
British original, the equivalent character to Wisdom’s was played by Heroes 
and Doctor Who star Christopher Eccleston.

types of characters. He’s so personable, 
amicable, and misunderstood. I relished 
playing Reznick, and I was so glad they 
brought me in for a second episode 
(Are You There God? It's Me, Dean 
Winchester], because we had so much fun. 


For your first episode, Nightshifter, was 
it easy embodying Ronald’s energy? 

Those are the kinds of characters that 
I associate with the most. They're quirky, 
wound up, and his dialogue just flowed off 
my tongue. It's all about playing someone 
who isn't normal or boring, it’s easy to play 
someone who has conviction if it’s oft base, 
off-kilter, or extroverted. As long as you have 
conviction, there's a focal point to playing 
a role. It's harder to play ambiguous people. 


Ronald was just trying to do the right 

thing by his dead friend, so did you feel 
saddened by his demise? 

For sure. He was spot on with what he was 
talking about. Obviously, not about this guy 
being a mandroid, but he was pretty close 
on his Ideas. He knew it and trusted his gut 
instincts. A lot of people were saddened by 
the fact that Ronald was shot, almost like a 
martyr. He was just a really sweet character 
to play, and I was sad to see him go. 


How did you go about making this spirit 
of vengeance Ronald different than the 
human Ronald? 

It was a different character. This time, the 
spirit was obviously quite cynical and living 
in turmoil if he’s going around haunting 
people. It’s totally different circumsUnces. 
That's the tangible vision of something gone 
jaded and let down by the system. If you 
look at Ronald in the first episode when the 
boys let him down, it was “You're totally 
wrong. Yes, you are crazy!" That was the 
first "Screw you!" To be killed for it, now 
it was "Nothing else matters. There is no 
moral code." 


How does It feel to have ‘died’ twice as 
the same character on the same show? 

I think that's pretty cool. That’s a testament 
to having a lot of fun on set. Phil said to me, 
“it’s Supernatural, you should have known 
you might be back!” 


Ronald was a conspiracy theorist. Do you 
buy into any of that stuff? 

I don’t think so. or not to any great degree. 


Given how Ronald went out, did it make 
sense that they wanted you back tot 
second episode. Are You There God? It's 
Me— Dean Winchester? 

I think so. These were people that came 
backto haunt Sam and Dean because they 
had been let down, it was almost as though 
they brought me into their world only to be 


What was the best part about working 
with Jared Padalecki and Jensen Ackles. 
They’re such good guys. Everybody was 
professional. The scenes were a breeze to 
do It wasn't just Jared and Jensen; it really 
Is like the entire set is a family over there. 

It's a very welcoming home to go into. There 
was a sense of letting loose and having funl

ou never know what to 
expect when you’re on the 
Supemalwrai set with Jensen 
Ackles and Jared PadalecW. 
In some cases you'll find 
yourself empathetically mouthmg “ouch,” 
while in others you'il be crinkling your nose 
and reaching for a gas mask. Either way, 
you’ii soon be iaughing. 

During the filming ot Lucifer Rising, 
Ackles had to run at fuii tiit and ram 
into some church doors that Genevieve 
Cortese’s Ruby had slammed shut upon 
seeing him. Over and over again he threw 
his shoulder into the doors, but he always 
held his ground. Then, on the last take, 
he bounced off the doors and the impact 
knocked him to the floor. Ouchl If that 
had been an accident, it sure wouid have 
been painful - but the grin on Ackles' 
face belies the truth; it was just one of 
his premeditated goofs. “Yeah, sometimes 
I just do it for fun," he admits later in his 
trailer. “Nobody knew I was gonna do it, 
but 1 knew we had it in the take before, 
so 1 figured I'd just throw something 
funny in there.” 

In fact, Ackles and Padalecki throw 
ftmny things into the mix so often that 
neither of them can come up with 


“Some of those things just happen so 
quick, and Chen I fot^et about them the 
next day,” Ackles explains. “There’s a lot 
of flatulence, especially in the Impala. IH 
look over and Jared's just smiling at me. 
I'm like, 'What? You didn't!' And then I’ll 
have to get out of the car...” 

It's no wonder Ackles has taken up 
golfing - to get some fresh air! “I’m 
doing a lot of golfing these days," he 
says. “I've always kind of played golf, 
fiddled with it every now and again, 
but for some reason this year I’m getting 
more into it. One of the things I love 
about golf is that you can get out 
there for four or five hours and not 
think about anything else. There’s 
a course up in North Vancouver 
where you’re sitting on the tee box and 
you’re looking out over the dty from the 
top of a mountain. There are deer runnir 
across the fairways and stuff! It’s just 
gorgeous. When you’re out there, you’re 
thinking about, ‘Oh, what do I have to do 
tomorrow?’ Or, ’Where am I going this 
weekend?’ Or anything like that. 

You just set up the ball and try 
to hit your next shot

because it’s a lot like acting- When 
a tlirector yells 'action,' there's a moment 
there where you can be great. Same thing 
with a golf shot. When you address a ball, 
there’s a chance that you can do something 
really great.’ It could also fly off into the 
woods and be crap, but... it’s the same 
thing with acting - you could have a really 
bad, bad take. I thought that was kind of 
a fuimy analogy." 

Some people refer to walking out in 
nature as being in God’s Country, and 
golfing might be the closest Ackles gets 
to being near God on Earth, because he 


doesn’t expect the Lord to make an 
appearance on Supemalvral anytime 
soon. “I don’t think so, but that's just my 
prediction," he said. “I think it’s kind of 
like God's the president and he’s sent his 
generals to Earth to take care of the mess. 

I don’t think he’s going to come over here 
and be like, 'Hey, what seems to be the 
problem?’" Maybe Dean will have to talk to 
a burning bush? “Ah, no, I don’t think so.” 

Okay, so we have to settle for God’s 
generals, the angels. No complaints here! 
None from Ackles, either. He thinks tlie 
angels are “really cool," and MLsha Collins’s 


portrayal of Castiel, in particular, has made 
a big impact on him. "Because of the way 
the show is [structured], we have lots of 
guest east come on week after week, and 
some of them have been good and some 
have not been as good, so I’m always kind 
of hesitant to really understand what the 
character’s going to be because you never 
know who's going to play it. 

“Misha had such a take on Castiel that 
it really threw me, because 1 didn’t know 
him well enough to know that this was 
an actor ntaking a specific choice for 
his character. Which, to be honest, for 
a television series a lot of people just come 
on and act, but they don't really sit down 
and make a choice for a character, like 
i want to take it this way and I want to do 
something that's completely not me and 
make a character out of it.' They'll just 
come on and play themselves, and that's 
usually why they get the role. But Misha did 
something special. At first 1 was like, 'Oh 
no, what is he doing? Why is he acting so 
weird? Is this guy really like this? Is this 
who we’re going to deal with?’ Then I got to 
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know him and he's a cool, laid back guy. It 
was very exciting for me to know that I wa 
going to be working with somebody who 
could really make a committed choice to 
a character- And it worked - 1 loved it! 

I was caught off guard at lirst, and it took 
me a little while to get used to what he waf 
doing, but that actually played well for the 
character, because Dean would've been 
cauglit off guard by an angel as well. I'm 
really happy Misha’s part of the gang, and 
I think the character really takes s 
turns in the season finale that are gonna 
shake a lot of stuff up for season five." 

The presence of the angels has already 
shaken up the Supernatural universe 
pretty thoroughly. “It's really upped the 
ante," concurs Ackles. “We've gotten into 
some real big epic storylines, and it’s cool 
because it introduced some really unique 
characters, like Castiel and Anna, and 
obviously it got Ruby and Lilith more 
involved, which was great. We're dealing 
with things on a much larger level, and 
it takes the guys to an interesting spot, 
because now they're feeling like this is 
all way bigger than them and they don’t 
know how to handle it It’s a situation 
that they’re not used to dealing with. 
They’re usually killing vampires and 
taking out ghosts and shapeshifters and 
stuff like that. To deal with something on 
a biblical level added a nice twist to the 
storyline. Hey, go big or go home, right?" 

You can't get much bigger than Lucifer! 
Which bep the question; 'Where do we go 
now? How soon will the boys come face 
-to-face with Lucifer? Can they ever even 
go back to chasing ghosts and Chupacabras 
when The Prince of Darkness is loose on 
Earth? That’s a great question, and I have 
no idea," Padalecki admits. “I don't ioiow 


KILLING LILITH 


J ared Padalecki always puts 
great effort into the heavy 
emotional soenes on 
Supernatural, and perhaps 
his most intense soene yet 
happened in Lucifer Rising when Sam 
battled Lilith. First he had to choose 
between listening to his brother (who was 
trying to stop him), and listening to Ruby, 
who was pushing him to kill Lilith- Then 


he had to deal with the implications 
of Ruby’s deceit, which led to Sam 
Inadvertently freeing Lucifer. “That was 
such a hard day for me," Padalecki 
shared. “! felt like 1 had a hangover 
for days from going where I had to go 
emotionally when I found out I'd started 
the end of the world and brought on the 
Apocalypse. It's not like you read the 
script and go, 'Oh, cool! Well, let's chase 


butterflies! Everything is all > 
happy and good...' You really have 
to commit, and you have to go deep. 
That’s also where the excitement of 
being an actor comes in; it's committing 
and finding new things, and creating. It's 
discovering those kind of things that you 
didn't think would happen, where you 
go, 'Wow, I didn’t know I'd feel like that.' 
That's just so cool." 
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what to expect fhom Eric Kripke and 
the other writers, so I just roll with the 
punches. Fm really anxious, as a fan, to 
see what happens. Fm really excited about 
season five, and I cant wait to see where 
tile writers take it” 

Ever since we learned that Sam had 
demon-given powers, fans have been 
wondering Just how far the writers will take 
hisjoumey to the dark side. Not that long 
ago, many people - including Padaleckl 
himself - assumed that Sam and Ruby 
would never hook up. He said he didnt 
think that storyline would pan out. Of 
course, the writers did go there. "1 thought 
it was interesting," Padalecki reflects. 
“Supemalurai is not, and never has been 
- and hopefully never will be - a show 
about sex and lust and all of that kind of 
stuff that you expect on teen melodramas. 

1 think the most important thing about tiie 
relationship is that Sam is needy and he’s 
searching for something, and It’s out of this 
weakness that he starts going down that 
path with Ruby. Obviously we know now 
that he wasn’t hooking up with her Just 
for sex; she was also providing Itim with 
demon blood and he's become addicted to 


her. It shows Sam's strength in keeping on 
the [hunting) path he set out on years ^o. 

“1 love that Sam's kind of not gone dark 
side but kind of started down that road. It’s 
a tough road- There are a lot of parallels to 
the real world - getting tempted by power, 
tempted by strength, dealing with loss, and 
being too focused on one goal to really find 
balance and be able to look objectively at 
what you’re doing, at your life. It's been 
nice to explore that” 

While it's true that Sam hasn't truly 
gone dark side (yet), after drinking copious 
amounts of demon blood, he told Ruby 
in the season finale that he’s changed 
for good. Will he continue to change into 
something less than human? “I hope Sam 
has changed for good," PadaiecW insist ed. 
"I think it'll be more Interesting to see him 
struggle with that than if it's; ‘Oh, well, 

I haven’t drunk demon blood in a while and 
Fm okay now!’ That kind of loses where we 
are in the stoiy, so I hope Sam kas turned 
that comer. It's a much stronger storyline, 
a much stronger character arc to say, ‘No, 
it has changed me and now I have to fight 
that battle.’ It makes it more complicated, 
and it'll be interesting to see him fight that

I know one of the things Eric’s interested in 
writing about is inner conflict, and this 
vereiis that, and good versus evil.” 

And Sam versus Dean... "I think the 
fens don't like it when Sam and Dean 
light,” Padalecki notes, "but it's part of 
the story. It’s necessary to tell the story 
of redemption, the story of destiny, and the 
story of good versus evil, so we really had 
t. You have to hit rock bottom 
to climb back up to the top. I think Eric 
has a game plan. Eric is the king of 
Supemalural, and where he decides the 
show goes, the show has got to go there." 

Of course, the question is; What is rock 
bottom? DrinWng demon blood from your 
demon lover’s arm? “No,” Padalecki asserts. 
That’s just a step along the way. “I knew for 
Sam to change, it had to be something more 
than just, ‘Hey, hold the demon’s hand and 
all of a sudden you have demon powers!’ 

1 never wanted it to be a montage of me 
exorcisirtg demons and doing push-ups and 
standing on my hands and stuff like that, 
because that would’ve been a bit cheesy. It 
was nice that it was something a little more 
risqud, a little bit more sexual and dark and 
dirty and seedy. There's a whole mythology 
that goes into drinking blood, and what 
happens when you drink somebody’s blood

is that you take on that person’s attributes. 

1 think it was a nice touch." A nice, 
dark touch. 

So how far is Sam from hitting rock 
bottom? How dark is too dark for the fans 
to accept? “I think he’s getting there," says 
Ackles. “I think he's going to go to a place 
where he can't get back from entirely. 

I think it's going to change the dynamic 
of the characters, which is cool. To have 
a show with characters and a storyline 
that are ever-evolving is alwttys much 
more interesting than having the same 
thing week after week after week. Jared's 
character is taking a dramatic turn that 
could change the fagade of the whole 
character, and the w^ he’s written and the 
way he thinks and talks and acts and walks, 
so I'm interested in seeing how far they'll 
take that in season five. Obviously there’s 
gotta be that brother connectton, though. 

It's the true [backbone] of the show. I don't 
think they're going to take it so far as 
to sever that cormection. I think that 
there’s gonna be this long journey of 
re-strengtheiung that brother bond. Td like 
to see Sam try to get back to a common 
ground where they can be brothers again." 

If Sam doesn't come around, maybe 
there are more Winchester brothers out 
there for Dean to pal around with? “I think 
the fans wouldn't be too happy with that," 
Padalecki said. “It would have been an 
issue if the brother (from Jump the Sftarfc] 
had been alive, if it was some guy sitting in 
the back of the Impala. But it was okay 
because he turned out to be a ghoul." 

Did the writers jump the shark by 
introducing a third Wmchester brother? 
"No," said Padalecki, “because I think 
when the Fonz Jumped the shark on an 
otherwise realistic show [Happy Days), 
it really ruined it, but SupeiTiataml is 
so wacky anyway, 1 think throwing in 
something like that probably didn’t 
surprise people.” 

So what would surprise people? 

Having the series finale be a final 
confrontation between the brothers where 
good Dean has to kill evil Sant? ‘Tb be 
honest, I don’t know," said Ackles. “They 
just might take it that far! The fans would 
want to kill Eric, but if it's the last episode 
he could be like, ‘Yeah, sorry, see ya. 

Game over.’ You never know. I’ve given 
up trying to second guess Eric Kripke!"

The Official Supernatural Magar^ne: Your video 
on how to face ghosts is very informahve. 
Thank you for making it! 

Harry Spengler: 1 hope it’s of good use. We put 
it out there to make sure people know what to do 
in the face of the supernatural. 

Ed Zeddmore; Because, God forbid, you don't 
know. You know? And now you know. And 
knowing Is half the battle. 

On your video, you describe digging up bodies 
as gross... How many have you actually dug up, 
salted, and burned? 


EZ: if we admit to anything like that, we might be 
cornering ourselves into some sort of matters of 
getting arrested - because it Is illegal - and we’re 
not down with that. So we don’t suggest anything 
like that. 


HS; Yeah, we know what's out there and we're 
ready for it. 


EZ: Yeah, we don’t condone it. 

HS; But let's put it this way: the Ghostfacers do 
what they have to do. 

EZ: And there is dirt under our nails. Where it 


That’s what we thought. Okay, so when you've 
been gardening, what’s the grossest thing 
you’ve come across? 


ED: Look, you never know what's ahead, but we 
like to think that whatever comes our way, we're 
prepared for it, so bring iti 


You guys pretty much admitted on your video 
that you learned most of what you know 
from the Winchester. Yet, you called them 
douchebags and douchnozzles, and said they 
suck ass. Seems a little ungrateful. Do you 
realty hate them that much? 
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“We’re a team. Theres no I in 
team. There’s a ‘T’ and an ‘E’ 
and an ‘A’ and an ‘M’ - that’s 
four of us. Maggie, Spruce, 
Harry, and me.” - Ed 


Never mind about Uie ear plugging... 

EZ: Basically I’m like Captain Kirk and Harry's 
Spock. I know how to fly the Enterprise, Harry 
knows how to get there. So we’re a good team. 
We’re Maverick and Goose. He’s my brother from 
another mother. 

HS: [Silence] 

EZ That's all I have to say. 

HS: [Silence] 

EZ: Maybe Harry’s still plugging his ears? 





HS: Who's plugging? I just unplugged my 
- should I re-plug them? 


EZ: No, no re-plugging. We’ve botched the plugging. 
Abort, abort. 


EZ: Now you've got to talk about 


HS: Um... what's It like working with Ed? What's it 
like working with Patton when you're storming your 
way across Western Europe? What's it like riding on 
horseback behind Lawrence of Arabia? You gotta 
understand, Ed's a visionary, okay? He's like the 
Captain Kiri< of the duo. 


Looking back, before the Ghostfacers, before 
the Hell Hounds, what inspired you to become 
ghost hunters? 


EZ: For me, it was instinctual. Just as a lion cub 
knows that his paws will be used to slash and eat 
things in the jungle. As a ghost hunter, I just know. 
TYien one day Harry showed up at my house with 
a sheet on and it brought a tear to my eye. 


HS: It was a strange Halloween that year... For me, 
it’s one of those things where it just makes sense. 
It’s something you feel in your gut. It's like riding 
a bike. You look at other people riding a bike and 
you say to yourself, “How come I’m not riding that 
bike?” Then you try to ride a bike and you get hurt 
a little bit,,, and sometimes you cry. And 
sometimes you have to go to the hospital. 
Whatever. But you get back on the bike. I never 
did, because that really hurt, but other people get 
back on the bike. 


HS; Oh. Did you get to the part about you constantly 
ripping your shirt open and exposing your chest? 


Have you been influenced by horror films 
TV shows? 


EZ: First The Exorcist. I actually crapped my pants 
during the movie. I was really that scared. 


HS: He does that. So, it's a Kirk and Spook kind of 
dynamic. I’m the implementation specialist. I tend 
to focus more on the details, whereas Ed is more of 
a big picture guy. I look to him to provide a lot of the 
vision and the leadership and then I take that - I just 
take the ball and run with it. So I guess it's actually 
a quarterback and running back dynamic. 


HS: That's a pretty realistic film, I have to say, 
based on our experience. Least realistic, but most 
entertaining, is probably Ghostbusters. 


EZ: We'd be lost without each other. 


EZ: We should hug right

Did he give you a lot of leeway for improvisation during the 
filming of Gfiostfacers? 


A.J. Buckley And Travis Wester

laying the hilarious Ghostfacers? 


A.J, Buckley: These are by far the most fun characters that 
we've ever played, and I think I can speak for Travis as well. 

Travis Wester; Yeah, and Supernatural has such a great 
universe. It’s very rare where a television show is able to 
establish such a rich and textured universe. You think of 
shows like Mission: Impossible and Star Trek that create 
their own mythology so that an actor’s able to come and 



AJB: Phil said that the amount of footage he had of us just riffing 
was ridiculous. 

TW: I think Phil had a really good time throwing obstacles at us. 
What we would do is we'd get the scripted stuff in, we’d make sure 
we had that, and then Phil would just go to town throwing different 
stuff at us. A good example is where Harry runs away from the rat. 
We didnl know that the rat was going to be there. Phil just had the 
prop guy throw the rat on the ground. There was a lot of fun ad lib, 
but it was all centered on this great script that Ben Ediund wrote. 

Since you have so much fun playing these characters, what do 
you think of the spin-off TV show (or webisode) idea of having 
ttie Ghostfacers travel around America and stay the night at 
supposedly real haunted houses? 


TW: That sounds like a legitimate TV show to me. 


AJB: I ttiink putting us in real places and having the comedic banter 
would be really funny stuff. 


TW: It'd be a challenge. 

AJB: If I was trying to be funny and something scary happened, I'd 
literally crap in my pants. 

TW: Yeah, we might not even try to be funny, we might just try to 
not crap our pants. 
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HS; When Bruce Lee first started Jeet Kune Do, 
it sort of had one face, and then as the years 
progressed, with the evolution of that style, many 
other faces appeared. So Ghostfacers are sort of 
like that. We were one embryonic thought, and 
then it split into different directions. And we’re like 
giant sponges that keep on sucking it in. 
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YOU'Sc UP AGA' 

It's not all action for Sam and Dean, 
as they (well, mostly Sam) usually 
have to hit the books or laptop to 
find out what they're fighting. Of 
course, Sam and Dean have Bobby 
and his extensive occult library to 
help with their research too - he’s 
better than the Internet! 

KtLL IT! 

Another area the Winchesters excel 
In. Spirits, demons, skinwalkers... 
you name it, they’ve killed it. 


IRON! 

Sometimes the direct approach works 
wonders, and Sam and Dean have often 
found themselves swinging a poker or 
other iron implement to deal with a spirit. 
Clearly that's one advantage of having an 
open fire over central heating! 


iG UP THE BODY! 

The Winchesters have done this so often 
that they're wanted for grave desecration 
in many different states. It's not like they 
don't do it for a good reason, however. In 
a neat reversal, Dean even dug his own 

5 H body out of the grave after his 

trip to Hell! That's dedication, 

3URN THE 
REMAINS! 

It's always paid for Sam and 
Dean to have a lighter or some 
matches to hand, as they’ve 
had to burn more bodies than 
t most crematoriums! Sometimes 
: ^ it doesn't even have to be 
a whole body - as they've 
discovered, occasionally 
something as simple a lock 

1 of hair is responsible for 

a haunting. 


EZ; Or what's that other cloth thing on late-night 
television, the Shammy? 


HS: It's called a ShamWowl, Ed. 


EZ: Right, we’re like ShamWow! We just take it all 
in, and whenever we need to squeeze it and just 
turn it and have all the ShamWow come out, we'te 
a ShamWow river, it Just surprises you how much 
can go into the ShamWow and come back out. 


So, if someone wants to join the family, what 
does tt take to become a Ghostfacer? 


SALT! 

It may not do much for your blood 
pressure, but as the Ghostfacers point out, 
salt's an effective weapon against vengeful 
spirits and has been used many times 
by the Winchesters to contain, or as 
a shotgun round, to disperse ghosts. 

It pays not to get complacent about its 
worth, however - as they found in Family 
Remains, salt’s not much use against 
a freaky girl who lives in a basement. 


The Ghostfacers have their rules about 
what to do when faced with a ghost, as 
we saw in It's A Terrible Life, but do the 
Winchesters play by those rules? We look 
at their methods... 
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EZ; We're not ones to go in like, “Hey, you' 
a ghost, we're going to send you back to 
Heli," We're like, “Hey, we just want to get 
you on camera, put it online, and get 
a bunch of ciicks and get on Oprah." My 
mom said to us that if we get on Oprah 
one day, she wouid love us more. 


So what’s next for the Ghostfacers? 


HS; We have a number of cases that we're 
lining up. We're just kind of iiving the good 
iife right now. We don't have to work at 
Kinko's anymore because we soid our 
Airstream. Our main objective is to get out 
there and face some ghosts. That's what wi 
do - we're the Ghostfacers. 


EZ: instinct, it's like if you're a ninja and you have 
to walk quietly through a room so no one hears 
you... if you don't have it inside you to be a ninja, 
you get shot and killed. It's inside you, it's an 
internal thing. 


HS: You need to first face the ghost within before 
you can face the ghost without. 


And once you’re ready to face ghosts, how 
should you approach them? 


EZ: 1 think obviously you want to make sure that 
it's recorded - if it doesn’t happen on camera, it 
might as well have never happened. 


EZ: Yeah, whatever it is, whoever you are out 
there, we come in peace, but you push me, I’l 
your head off. 


HS: it’s like going on a fishing trip without 
a camera and catching a big fish and eating it and 
telling everybody about it. They're ail like, "Yeah, 
I'm sure It was huge, but I didn’t see rt." 


EZ: That's what I mean. 


EZ: Faced!

uns, amulets, and edible 
rats. Everything Jared, 
Jensen, or any of the other 
actors in Supenna tural 
pick up. throw, shoot - and 


yes, eat - is the responsibility of the props 
department As you might e.'cpect, working 
on a show like Supernatural presents some 
exciting challenges for Propmaster Chris 
Cooper. It's also a whole lot of fun. 

We sat down with Chris and two of his 
props team, Robin Stooshnov and Carmelita 
Fowler (below), to find out how they do it 

How soon in the process do they sec 
the scripts? “This show is the most amazing 
television show Tve ever done in that 
respect," Chris explains. “We have scripts 
for the next episode, and we have outlines 
for everything to the end of the |season] 
right now. Most of us were involved in the 
past with other television shows where 
you're lucky to have a script when you start 
the prep period. We have scripts every time. 


The writing staff on this show, and Eric 
IKripke], are just amazing. Better than 
aityone I've ever worked with." 

We ask Chris to talk us through the 
process of getting Che show ready to go. 

‘We start with a concept meeting, usually on 
d^ one or two of prep. All the departments 
meet and go over the script The next day 
we have a props meetmg with the director, 
tire producer, and the producdon manner. 

“We’ll break down the script we'll find 
out what we need and then if we know that 
wo might have it here, well pull tire stuff and 
put it upstairs in our “show and tell" room 
for the director. We might lay out three or 
four choices, then we go with the director’s 
vision." If they don't have something, tliey 
buy one. Or more than one in a lot of cases. 

Carmelita, the show’s props buyer, 
explains. “If it's an experrsive item I'll only 
buy one of each and then the director will 
pick one and then I’ll buy double or triple or 
even quadruple (of his choice). If anything 
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can go wrong, It usually does, Thai’s why we 
get more than one of an item." 

Chris feels lucky to be working with such 
dedicated people every day. “Everybody is 
on top of if. and into it," he says. When Chris 
heard that Supernatural was going into 
production, he actively campaigned to land 
the job of the series’ Propmaster, knowing 
it would be a great eicperience. It certainly 
hasn’t disappointed. Most of the crew 
have now worked together tor nearly four 
seasons, and their sense of conununity is 
evident on set 

Their job demands a combinalion of 
research, resourcefulness, and creativity. 

The detnon-killmg Colt is a case in point 
Chris began by reading up on the real 
Samuel Colt. Tlie gun used on the show 
is a modifled version of Colt's very flrst 
design, but the original could only fire 
a single shot before reloading. Using this

gun would have been historically accurate, 
but dramatically impractical, so they turned 
it into the six-shooter we saw used to 
dispatch various demons and vampires. In 
the iconic scene in AU Hell Breaks Loose 
(Part S) when Dean shoots the Yellow-Eyed 
Demon, Jensen really did fire the Colt Cusing 
blanks, of course). 

Apparently that wasn’t a problem tor 
the actor. “Jensen’s always got lots of ideas 
for weapons he wants to use on the show," 
Chris laughs. “The boys are really good with 
the weapons, too. They can juggle a lot and 
handle them very realistically.” It’s one of 
the women, however, who has the biggest 
weapons challenge. Robin ends up carting 
armfuls of guns and ammo all over the set, 
making sure that the right weapon Is in the 
right hands when they call “Action!” Jared 


and Jensen juggle one or two, but Robin has 
to juggle them all. 

The right weapon also involves the right 
version, Chris explains as he picks iqi one 
of two sawed-off shotguns on his desk. The 
one he’s holding is In fact the real thing, with 
a solid wood handle. ’The ocher looks exactly 
the same, but Chris e>g)lains that it has a soft 
rubber handle. “So we can hit Jared in the 
face with it!” he grins. 

“If the scene calls for somebody getting 
hit we have a real item, and then maybe 
three rubber items, because the rubber 
breaks reaDy easily," adds Carmelita. As the 
props department buyer, she ends up going 
out in search of some unusual items. For 
example, there’s the salt. Lots of salt. 

“We don't use just one kind of salt on 





the show. We use rock salt, road salt, 
pickling salt... 

“I like my job because I’m constantly 
learning," Cannelita says, then laiiglis. 

“We had an episode, Tall Thtes, that used 
blow-up dolls. I learned way too much 
about blow-up dolls." 

The props staff also knows a lot about 
knives. The collection laid out on a table 
in the holding room would probably make 
a chef weep with joy. but it doesn't stop 
there. The props department often has 
knives made to specificatioa No self- 
respecting witch, demon, or demi-god 
would perform a blood sacrifice using 
everyday cutlery, after all. These loiives 
have to look properly otherworldty, exotic, 
and more than a little lethal. 

Chris didn't get to design the Irapala’s 
weapons cache Ot, along with several other 
original and now iconic props, came ft-om 
the Pilot) but he did get the chance to design 
the weapons cache in the back of John 
Winchester’s truck. Photos of tlie impressive 
array of weapons decorate his office. 

"It's not just about getting to find and 
play with fun stuff," Chris says. “Ifs also 
about understanding the character, what 
he’d be likely to own, what he’d use to 
defend himself." 

Sometimes it’s the little things that make 
SupetTiatuTol stand ouL The distinctive 
sticker on Sam's laptop? Since there’s no 
product placement on the show, Chris had 
to look elsewhere for the logo. But he didn't 
have to look too far. The middle of the 
design is based on the extensive tattoo on 
Chris’ back, rounded out by elements Irom 


the logo of a bike shop he frequents. 

The laptop presented other challenges 
beyond design. As every fan knows, Sam’s 
first laptop was destr oyed when the demon- 
driven 18-wheeler crashed into the Impala 
in Devil's Tiup. When w# see the laptop 
next, Sam is extracting pieces of it from tire 
car wreck. How did the props department 
get it to look authentically crunched? "We 
dr opped it A lot" In fact, they climbed up 


the Irigh ladders used on set and let it drop 
to the cement floor. Clearly thinking on theft 
feet for the props team sometimes means 
thinking from a great hei^t 

Of course, no department involved in 
the production of a television show works 
alone. The art department creates as many 
originaJ props as they can, helping to give 
Supemaluml its unique look. Most of the 
badges the boys wear' and the IDs ttiey flash 
are also made in house, as are the labels on 
Sam and Dean’s favorite beverages. 

“The boys each have a favorite beer they 
like to drink- We buy point five |low-alcohol] 
beer and then the art department designs 
labels and we have it sent over to a printer," 
Carmelita explains. 

Every book Bobby consults, every 
illustration, is drawn by the talented staff. 
For the episode they were filming when we 
visited the set [The MmtsterAl the End Of 
This Book], the staff had created a series 
of pulp novels written by Carver Edlund 
- a playful homage to writers Ben Ekilund 
and Jeremy Carver. The art department 
obviously likes to have fun as well

Similarly, wardrobe dresses the boys, but 
Chris conceived, and Camielita constructed, 
Dean’s latest bracelet - the one with skulls. 
Car-meliW is pleasantly sui^>rised to hear that, 
fans buy and wear replicas of the jewelry 
site’s created for the boys. Dean’s ring and 
amulet came from the Pilot, but site has 
constructed multiple versions of the amulet 
as well, some of them soft enough for 
Jensen to fall on if necessary without 
leaving a painful imprint on his chest. 

A lot depends on the props department 
If a prop isn’t working right, it can shut 
down production instantly. Luckily, Chris 
says proudly, this has happened only once. 
When filming a scene in Family Rcma ins, 
Supernatai-al's Director of Photograjihy, 
Serge Ladouceur, was faced with aproblem. 
The script called for no natural light (after 
all, it’s a basement) and no artificial sources 
of light - no flashlight, no candles. Nothing. 
But cameras need light so what to do? Serge 
decided to use infrared bghting, which 
would allow Irim to film in total darkness. 
Lighting problem solved! However, as they 
soon found out, another props problem was 
created. The scene called for die girl 
“haunting" the house to catch, kill and eat 
a rat. Carmelita had placed blood pellets 
inside the fake rat they’d constructed, and 
when actress Mandy Playdon bit into the rat 
die blood was supposed to gush out They 


shot the scene once and then stopped. 

“Where’s the blood?” Serge asked, 
looking into his monitor and seeing no 
evidence of rat carnage. 

Robin lakes up the stoiy. “I’m staring at 
[MandyJ and she’sjust covered in blood, it’s 
running dovim her chin, so I'm like ‘What? 
She's covered in it!'" 

It turns out red doesn’t show up under 
infrared light. Once tile team realized the 
problem, they had to fix it - fast. 'lime is 
money on a television set. Chris and the 
team swung into action, tryir^ to find 
a diffeient color that would show up under 
the lights. Chris grabbed a jug of brown food 
coloring that they use to simulate beer, took 
a swig to make sure it tasted okay (since 


Mandy was going to have to bite into it) and 
they were soon back in business. 

Downstairs in the large props rooms, 
Camielita stores everything from the 
infamous blow-up dolls to ^ant bags of salt 
to young Sam and Dean's backpacks from 
After School ^ecdal, all neatly stacked and 
labeled. “For the duration of the show so far, 
we haven’t thr own anything away. You never 
know when that item can come up ggain. 
Continuity on tlie show is really iniportanL 
Whenanitemisseen, we tiyto useit again.” 

Back upstairs, in one of the smaller 
rooms where the team have gathered the 
■ for the next episode, one of the first 
i to catch our eye is Jolin Winchester’s 
al. Amazingly, each page is 
painstakingly hand lettered by Robert 
Leader from the ait department, who's been 
doing so since the begiiiiiing of season one. 

The day we sat down with Chris and his 
staff, they were researching the model of 
John’s cellphone, last seen in the Inipala’s 
glove box in season three's Long Distance 
Call, ready for filming to start on Jump The 
Shark when Sam and Dean receive that 
shocking phone call frtim Adam, or at least 
something that sounds like Adam. As John’s 
cell will make an appearance, they need to 
get it right Chris knows that Supernatural, 
fans scrutinize every frame. 

“Fans really notice the hard work we 
put in to make each detail what it should 
be, and that feels good," Chris says. We 
ask if it can be a challenge, knowing the 
fans watch so closely. “Yes, it's a challenge, 
and it can be intimidating," he says. "But 
we like it - they notice our work and 
appreciate the level of detail we put Into 
it, and that makes It worthwhile. At times 
it can be challenging to live up to, but the 
props department wouldn’t have it any 
other way!" 0 
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She inioims him that her brother, 

Zach, has been arrested for killing 
a woman - but she's convinced 
of his innocence, Sam perstiades 
Dean to help him investigate tlte 
case, and they head to St. Louis. 

When they arrive, Rebecca tells them 
that she knows her brother couldn't 
have committed the murder because 
she was with him when it occured 
- although a security tape shows him 
at Uie crime scene. How could there 
possibly be two of him? The brothers 
look around Zach's house for clues, 
with Dean posing as a police detective 
so that Rebecca wont question the fact 
that he enlore the 


Meanwhile, Zach - or someone who 
appears to be Zach - is staking out the 
house of a businessman who is saying 
goodbye to his wife as he leaves on 
a trip. Zach's eyes flash white... Which 
is also what Sam and Dean see happen 
to the Zach on the security tape when 
they watch it, leading Sam to theorize 
that tlie subject isn’t Zach at ail, but 
some kind of doppelganger. 

The businessman, Alex, returns 
home to find his wife lias been 
tortured and tied up; she bep 
him to leave her alone. Not 
undeistanding why she seems to 
be terrified of him, he’s caught 
totally unaware when his own 
doppelganger knocks him out with 
a baseball bat. 

Hours later, the Winchesteis 
stumble upon Alex being arrested 


lor tne assault of ms wife and realize 
that he’s been copied, just as Zach 
had been. Hey follow a trail from 
Alex’s house to the sewers and start 
to search for the creature responsible, 
wliich they realize is a shapeshifter 
(confirmed when they find a “puke- 
inducing” pile of skin and blood - this 
thing can shed its skin). They head 
back to the car to grab some silver 
bullets - silver being the only thing 
that can kill a shapeshifter - when 
Rebecca calls to say she’s figured 
out that Dean isn’t a detective after 
all. She's not happy about being lied 
to, and Sam’s not happy tliat he can’t 
tell Rebecca the truth about his and 
Dean’s way of life. 

The Winchesters explore the 
sewers again in search of the 
shapeshifter, finding another pile of 



shed skin just before Che creature 
attacks them. Dean is hurt, and Sam 
goes off to chase it alone, to no avail. 
When Sam meets up with his brother 
again, it's not actually Dean, but 
Shapesliifter Dean! Sam’s not stupid, 
however - he suspects that something 
is amiss and quizzes 'Dean’ a little 
before pulling out his gun and claiming 
that Dean had hurt his arm, while the 
shapeshifter's arm is fine. Realizing the 
game is up, Shapeshifter Dean manages 
to knock Sam out. 

When Sam comes to, he finds he’s 
lied up in the sewers and Shapeshifter 
Dean has assimilated all of Dean's 
memories, which explains why the 
creature is able to fit in so well 
when he impersonates someone. The 
creature taunts Sam, telling him that 
Dean resented him for going off to 
college, and then decides that his next 
victim will Sam’s unsuspecting college 
friend Rebecca... 

The shapeshifter visits Rebecca as 


0W>.tHAt SMACTS!

TTie Official Supernatural Magazine; 

How did you gel u*e role in Criss Angel 
Is A Douchebag? 

Barry Bostwick; I just got an audition! 
Robert Singer was in the room with 
a couple of other people, and I went in and 
auditioned. I remember at the end of the 
audition I said to him. '’Well, thanks, nice to 
meet you," and I just walked out. I didn't 
I engage in any conversation! 1 remember 
halfway to the door I turned and said, “I'm

sorry, did you have anything else to say to 
me?" [Laughs] And they said, "No, no!” So 
that was one of the shortest auditions I've 
ever done! Apparently, with us three 
guy« who ended up in rt [Barry, John 
Rublrtst®n, and Richard Libertini], 
they didn't know who was going 
to play which part. They knew that 
they wanted the three of us, and 
they juggled around in their minds 
who should play which part. 

They chose right! Also, given the 
fact that John Rubinstein's son 
Michael Weston played his younger self, 
it was like, “Wow, what perfect casting!” 


Had you seen the show before? 

I'd never ever seen the show: It's not the 
kind of show I would normally watch. It 
doesn't have any competition in it, like 
singing and dancing. There's nobody I can 
criticize or root for! [Laughs] I still to this 
day dont know who those boys ae, what 
they're chasing, are they dead, are they 
alive... it has something to do with demons 
and Hell - 1 think! So every time it would 
flash away to a scene that had something 
to do with the overall arc of the series, I was 
totally lost. Like the typical actor, I read my 
part and tried to come up with how

I wanted to play my part and my part had 
nothing to do with them. I had my own life 
to lead In the script. I never even asked 
them on the set, "So what's ail this other 
stuff about?" But it's important to them! 

What did you think when you read the 
script? You had some realty lovely 
scenes with John Rubinstein’s Charlie. 
Well, that’s what really attracted me to it! 
Usually in these shows the guest stats are 
there just to support the leads; there’s no 
real side story or d^th to it. These guys 
had a real relationship, and something 
happened to them that wasn’t just a crime 
being solved by CSis, you know? I wasn't 
just a victim. With most of these shows, 
you guest star and you're either the victim 
or the bad guy. With this part there was 
a sadness to it that I was attracted to. It 
was age-related and well thought-out. 

Real sadness. It was the whole environment 
I was attracted to. Without trying to make 
it maudlin, it was a challenge, you know? 

I ^so love magic, to be honest with you. Cm 
a real magic fan. Whenever there’s one of 
those illusion shows on television. I’ll drop 
everything, sit down and be glued to it.

That was handy, then! 

Yes! It was fun to try to learn the card tricks 
and everything. I did a few hours with one 
of the master magicians at the Magic 
Castle here in Los Angeles as preparation 
for it, and he taught me card manipulation, 
and then on the set we had a magician who 
was there to do some of the hand work for 
me if I couldn't do it quickly enough. I don’t 
know how much of my hands are actually 
shown in the episode - I learned some of 
the tricks, like pulling the aces out of the 
middle of the deck - and I keep looking at 
[the episode] going, “Are those my hands?" 


They do look like your hands, but there 
are a lot of cuts, so it’s hard to tell. 


You were still pretty impressive, th^'gh 
-you can certainly shuffle a deck! 
Where I was doing that sort of waterfall 
shuffle? That was a trick deck.

No! But ft looked so good! 

I know, but that's show business! I was 
trying desperately to learn it, but actually 
it’s very difficult, it's a pretty difficult 
maneuver with the cards because you have 
to release them one at a time with just the 
right velocity and they fall like a waterfall.

produt»r] Bob Singer knew two card tricks, 
and he was not shy about showing them at 
any given moment!

The final product is something that I’m 
certainly proud of; I’ve just spent the last 
two days editing out four or five scenes 
for a separate reel that I’m going to send 
to some people and my managers will 
use. I thought it was that well-realized 
from their standpoint.

Would I want to be immortal? I don t 
know.

I have a studio 
at my house and I spend four or five 
hours a day in there, making, throwing, 
glazing... I think my wife would like me 
to be a little more aggressive with the 
film and TV work, but you reach an 
age where everybody pretty much 
knows who you are and they say, 

“Oh, he’s not right,” or “He’s right," 
and they make a judgment about you 
based on history or footage. You 
don't go out and meet that many 
people. Unless it's a really important 
part, or they don't know who you are, 
or they don’t trust that you haven’t 
put on 200lbs and become a total 
alcoholic. If people want to see my 
work they go on my management’s 
website and see a 10-minute reel of 
me and it saves me parking fees! 

But until then I need an exciting and 
strong hobby to keep me interested 
and happy.

Odysseus found that, rather than 
pleasures of the flesh, what the Sirens 
offered was knowledge - the knowledge of 
the universe, everything past. pn.*sent, and 
future. In short, they offeied dhinity, along 
with tlie promise tlial the sailors would 
leave their island wiser and happier. As if 
false promises and certain doom weren’t 
had enough, ii was inferred 
that the Sirens weren’t.just 
enticing men to their deaths 
for the fun if it, although tlial 
seenieil to play a part - 
according to some writers, 
the girls had a taste for 
human flesh...

the Argonauts '^ 

A lthough the Sirens have been around forever, and are 
mentioned not only in 77ie Odyssey, but in several 
other poems of the period - most notably ApoUonius Rhodius’ 
Argmautica - very Uttle is known about their origin or 
subsequent lives. Argonaufica is also an example of ahero, 
Jason, who escapes the Sirens' caU, thanks to the beautiful and 
no doubt incredibly loud lyre playing of Orpheus, Apart from 
these two heroes, no others lived long enough to hear the 
Sirens' wisdom. 

Some say the Sirens were the daughters of a river god. 
while othera beUeve they were otherworldly beings banished 
from tlie afterlife. 

Legend has it that the bird-Uke appearance of the Sirens 
had something to do with the goddess Demeter, who granted 
their wish for wings after they failed to stop the kidnap of 
Persephone, Demeter's daughter. The wings faded to help them 
find their companion, and they were doomed to live out their 
days on a deserted island in the middle of the ocean. Other 
tales describe how the Sirens lost some of their feathers - after 
losing a competition to the Muses, who made their feathers mto 
crowns, but even though the Sirens disappeared into antiquity, 
their existence in mythology was renovmed 


Perils < 


W hile the origins and true purpose of the tluce bird-women 
are somewhat unclear, what is clear is the typically heavy- 
handed symbolism of the Sirens. 

The Ancient Greeks did all of their traveling and trade by sea, 
fought wars and defended territoiy from the ocean, and for many, 
the Sirens represeni the Ancient Greeks' relationslup with 
Poseidon's playground. Beautiful and deadly, the sea was the scene 
of their greatest victories, and their greatest tragedies. A healtliy 
fear of - and respect for - the ocean was a necessity, and tales such 
as those of the Sirens would have gone some way to ensuring that. 

For other scholai-s, the Sirens held a far deeper meaning than 
simply slajdng safe on the ocean. Their promise of eternal 
knowledge represents man's quest for the answers to life, the 
universe, and eveiything else. Tlie near-inevitable shipwrecking and 
possible cannibalization threatened by Che Sirens symbolizes those 
who would seek to prevent ordinary men becoming enlightened, 
Eind possessing those eternal truths. In their eyes, the Sirens 
represented Tlie Man" - always keeping a sailor down! 


Siren Cults 

A ccording to legend, if ever anyone escaped 
the Sirens’ call, the tlu^e bird-women 
would commit suicide by throwing themselves 
onto the same rocks tliat had claimed so many 
sailors' lives. 

No one is sure whether it was Odysseus' or 
Jason's escape tliat forced them to take their 
lives, but after the Sirens committed the Greek 
version of ritual suicide, their bodies were said 
to have washed up in three separate places. 

Tlie viUagers, who found one of the cotpses in 
what is now modern-day Italy, began to worship 
the bird woman with yearly rituals. The annual 
festivities generally included the de riyusur 
sacrifice of oxen, as weU as a gymnastics 
competition. Those Ancient Greeks really knew 
how to worship!

Actors COLIN FORD 
and BROCK KELLY tell us about playing the younger Winchesters... 



W hen The Official 

Supernatural Magazine 
last spoke to Colin Ford, we 
concluded the interview by 
asking the amiable youngster whether he'd 
like to reappear on the show foliowing his 
star turn as the your^ Sam Winchester in 
season three's A Very Supernatural 
Christmas. His response? 

“I would absolutely love to!” Weil, Ford got 
his wish earlier this year when he returned 
to piay the young Sam once again in the 
flashback episode After School Special 
“I was so happy to be able to come 
back," says Ford. “1 love the people 
on Supernatural, and I love working 
on the show." 

Despite the fact that he's still only 
12 years old, Ford is already an industry 
veteran. His rfaumd includes starring roles 
in everything from Sweet Home Alabama 
alongside the Oscar-winning Reese 
Witherspoon, to the recent blockbuster 
Push, in which he played a younger 
version of Chris Evans’ Nick. (“It was 
a terrific movie to work on. We filmed in 
Hong Kong, which is where the story is 
set, and it’s one of the most amazing, 
exotic places I've ever visited.') Not so for 
Ford’s After School SpecicU co-star Brock 
Kelly, who, clad in his now iconic leather 
jacket and wearing a permanent scowl, 
was perfect as the teenage Dean 
Wmchester. With only a string of soap 
opera guest spots to his name, the 23-year^ 
old Louisiana native is the first to admit 
he’s still cutting his teeth in Hollywood. 

“I got lucky," reveals Kelly of his 
fairytale introduction into the industry. 

“I moved to California when I was 17. 


I hadn’t graduated from high school or 
anything, I Just stopped going, which 
seemed like a really good idea at the time. 
I met this giri and she showed me around 
town and let me borrow her car. I was 
driving around bored one day when 
I spotted this banner in front of an acting 
school I called up the number and the guy 
told me to come in and see him. I grew up 
as an athlete and had never really done 
any acting. I think the extent of my 
experience was playing an orphan in 
a production of Oliver Twist when I was 
about seven. I had one line, so this was 
my first real acting class. 

“Unfortunately I tan out 


of money soon after, so 
I decided to move back to 
Louisiana to finish high 
school, which is what my 
mother wanted," says Kelly. 
"Then, when I graduated, 

I didn't feel ready for 
college, so I came back to 
California. The class I’d 
attended the first time 
wasn’t really working for 
me, so I spoke to the 
director and he introduced 
me to another acting 
teacher. He got my career 
started by introducing me 
to different agents. My 
first audition was for The 
Young and the Restless. It 
was only a small part, but 
1 got the role. After that 
I was bitten by the acting 
bug and decided to really 
commit to it." 


While Ford's fantastic performance as 
the young Sam in A Very Supernatural 
Christmas meant his return was Just 
a case of working out schedules, 
newcomer KeUy went through the more 
traditional route of auditiorung for the 
show's production team. 

“I had two auditions," he expiams. 

“The first was with SupematuraTs casting 
director, and the second was with Eric 
Kripke. He gave me a little bit of insight 
into what the character was about, and 
then they called me back the next day and 
told me Fd got the part”

Thankfully, the real Dean was on hand 
to offer some words of advice. 

“I met Jensen Ackles, and he was really 
cool," Kelly explains. “He elevated what 
I was Dying to do with the character just 
by talking to me. I had watched the pilot 
episode when we met, and we discussed 
that a little bit - just where we were from 
and all that... He gave me real insight." 

Ford found Jared PadalecW equally 
helpful, even if their time together was 
all too brief. 

“I saw the boys for only about 10 or 15 
minutes,” he reveals with a chuckle. 

"Jared and Jensen were going home for 
Thanksgiving break, so they were leaving 
just as Brock and I got there. It was like, 
.•Hello, how are you doing? Gotta go, 

‘bye!’ But we did go over a few things 
from the script. 1 got to talk to Jared for 
a bit, and Brock got to talk to Jensen. 
They're great guys." 


F or the Tennessee-bom Ford, 
returning to Vancouver was 
a dream come true, not only 
because he got to hang out with 
Supernatural’s much-lauded crew again, 
but also because he’s a huge fan of the 
Canadian city. 

“Vancouver is actually one of my most 
favorite places to go, and I hope to ovm 
a house up there one day," Ford reveals. 
“It’s also home to one of my favorite 
restaurants, a steakhouse called Gotham.” 

Kelly was equally taken with both the 
city of Vancouver and the show’s 
phenomenal crew.

"I was on set for three days, but up 
in Vancouver for seven," he recalls. "One 
night, a couple of crewmembers and 
I went to one of the casinos and played 
poker imtil six in the morning. It was 
really cool getting to know those guys. " 

Similar to Ford, who revealed in 
his previous chat with The Official 
Supernatural Magazine that he hadn’t 
watched Supernatural prior to his 
audition, Kelly admits that he was 
also a newcomer to the series. 

“I hadn’t seen it," he shares. “Not 
because I didn’t like the sound of the 
show or anything, but because I haven’t 
had a television for two years. I don’t even 
own a computer. I’m such a caveman - I’m 
actually a lot like Dean!" Now, however, 
Kelly can’t get enough. “Oh yeah, I’m 
hooked," he laughs. “I’ve got the first three 
seasons on DVD, and I’ve watched eveiy 
single episode. I can’t wait until the fourth 
season comes out!" 

As for Ford, he’s stiU a diehard fan, 

“I am absolutely still watching the show,” 


he says. “I love it and it's getting even 
better. One of my favorite episodes from 
the third season is The Kids Are Alright. 
I thought all those kids did a really great 
job, and I think my favorite episode 
from this season is Are There You There 
God? It's Me. Dean Winchester. That 
was crazy!" 

Although Supernatural viewers haven’t 
always agreed with the casting team’s 
decisions in the past, both Kelly as teen 
Dean and Ford as mini-Sam were waimiy 
received by fans. Despite this glowing 
reception, Kelly admits that imitating 
another actor on screen was one of the 
toughest acting challenges he’s faced. 

I ve never really mimicked anyone on 
fllra," he reveals, "I’ve done it in real-life; 
making fun of friends and teacheis or 
whatever, but I’d never tried to be another 
person on screen. I didn't really know how 
to approach it.” 
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A /ter Scftool Special sees the young Sam 
and Dean attending Truman High for 
a few weeks while their father is off 
working a job. For Sam, the experience proves 
a memorable one: he gets the better of the school 
bully and receives some valuable advice from kind 
English teacher Mr. Wyatt. Asked whether a teacher 
has ever given him important guidance, Ford 
pauses for thought 

“Let me start by saying I've had some really 
great teachers,” announces the youngster after 
a moment. "My flfth grade teacher was definitely 
an inspiration to me. She was a big writer, and she 
taught me a lot about writing and writing styles. 

1 love writing in the same way Sam loves writing. 
One day, I’d love to write a script, maybe even for 
Supernatural. That would be so much fun!” 

As to how his own school 
6a^ are going. Ford admits that 
juggling homework with an acting 
career can sometimes be tricky. 

“1 just came back from 
a seven-week shoot, and it’s 
kind of hard to get back into 
schoolwork because of finals. 

But my teachers have been so 
great with me in terms of working 
with my schedule, and I’ve always 
made really good grades," he says. 

Kelly, meanwhile, was 
surprised to find Dean's school 
days virtually mirrored his own. 

“1 went to maybe seven 
different schools," he reveals. 

“Some of them were good, and 

I some of them were bad, so I feel

As Kelly readily admits. Dean's 
time at Truman High wasn’t a total 
wash-out, however.

Yarns designed to keep tlie tittle ones quiet, or 
something more sinister in origin? Each issue 
we delve into the world of the strange to bring 
you a tale so terrifying, you’ll struggle to sleep at 
night. This issue we look at the case of the 
Boggy Creek Creature. . . 

Usually named the Boggy Creek Creature or the 
Fouke Monster, after the Arkansas town near 
where it’s been seen, this is one of the most 
well-known local legends in America. Bearing 
similarities to legendary creatures like the 
Sasqualch of the Pacific Northwest, the Yeti of 
the Himalayas, and the Yeren of Oiina. It’s been 
described as an ape-like creature 
of between seven and 10 feet tail, with long, 
dark liair, a hunched posture, a foul odor, 
and bright red eyes the size of silver dollars. 

The most famous encounter with the 
creature occurred in May 1971, when Bobby 
and Elizabeth Ford, who had recently moved to 
the area, suffered a terrifying experience. After 
several nights of hearing something mowng 
around outsde the house, Elizabeth was 
awoken one night by something reaching 
through a screen window as she slept on the 
sofa. At first she tiiought it was a bear, then 
Bobby and his brother Don returned from 
a hunting trip and chased the strange creature 
away. The Fords shot at it, but no blood was 
found aften/vard. There wee, however, 
scratch marks on the porch, house ading and 
window, and three-toed footprints. Late, afte 
midnight, the creature returned and attacked 
Mr. Ford from behind on the porch, throwing 
him to the floor.

Two days late, an ape-like creature was 
seen crossing Highway 71 by three motorists, 
and sightings continued for several years, with 
three-toed tracks often being found.

a staggering 40 reported sightings, and in 1 998 
the creature was again spotted in a dry creek 
some miles from Fouke. 

The creature was blamed for a series of 
local fivestock losses, as well as attacks on 
domestic pels. Far from being shy and 
reclusive, it was reported as being highly 
aggressive in its demeanor.
